Resolution  establishing  a  San  Francisco  Fair  Lending  Working  Group,  comprised  of 
industry,  community,  and  City  representatives,  to  study  and  recommend  responses  to 
the  current  mortgage  foreclosure  crisis  and  to  provide  an  initial  progress  report  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  within  45  days  of  its  first  meeting. 

WHEREAS,  The  number  of  Trustee  Deeds  Upon  Sale  recorded  with  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  has  increased  by  248  percent  from  the  period  of  January  to  October 
2006,  as  compared  with  January  to  October  of  2007;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mortgage  foreclosures  negatively  affect  San  Francisco  communities  by 
threatening  the  security  of  homeowners  and  disrupting  the  fabric  of  the  neighborhoods  where 
they  occur;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  wishes  to  institute  preventative  measures  in 
support  of  homeowners  who  face  resets  to  adjustable  rate  loans  in  the  first  quarter  of  2008; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  establishes  a  San  Francisco  Fair 
Lending  Working  Group  ("the  Working  Group"),  to  facilitate  a  dialogue  among 
community-based  organizations,  financial  service  institutions,  and  City  agencies  around 
remedies  to  the  current  and  potentially  deepening  mortgage  foreclosure  crisis;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Working  Group  shall  consist  of  a  minimum  of  nine 
voting  members,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  including  representatives  of 
financial  institutions/lending  agencies,  the  mortgage  broker  industry,  the  real  estate 
profession,  community-based  organizations  focusing  on  foreclosure  counseling  and  legal 
assistance,  and  other  advocacy  organizations  as  appropriate;  and,  be  it

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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Working  Group  shall  also  include  representatives  of 
the  City  Attorney,  City  Treasurer,  City  Assessor-Recorder,  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
other  City  departments  as  appropriate  as  non-voting  members;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Working  Group  may  invite  representatives  of  state 
and  federal  agencies  as  appropriate  to  participate  in  the  Working  Group  as  non-voting 
members,  and  specifically  to  advise  on  the  applicability  and  timing  of  State  legislation 
currently  being  drafted  by  the  State  Assembly  and  Senate;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  voting  members  of  the  Working  Group  shall  serve  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  for  a  term  of  eighteen  months  from  the  date  that 
all  nine  members  have  been  appointed;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  fill  any  vacancies 
occurring  in  the  voting  membership  of  the  Working  Group;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  Assessor-Recorder  and  Treasurer  shall  jointly 
facilitate  the  Working  Group,  with  provide  administrative  support  for  the  Working  Group  from 
the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Working  Group,  building  on  the  body  of  existing  data 
and  analyses  that  demonstrate  the  extent  of  the  mortgage  crisis  in  San  Francisco,  shall 
identify  and  promote  remedies  and  responses  to  the  mortgage  foreclosure  crisis,  including  the 
action  items  outlined  in  the  letter  from  the  City  to  financial  institutions,  dated  November  26, 
2007,  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  .  which 

is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Working  Group  shall  identify  and  help  adopt  other 
appropriate  mitigation  responses,  including  strategies  for  the  City  to  help  alleviate  the  crisis 
through  programs  and  legislation  enacted  at  the  State  level;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Working  Group  shall,  within  45  days  of  its  first  official 
convening,  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  status  of  the  implementation  of  the 
action  items  outlined  in  the  City  letter  of  November  26,  2007,  along  with  its  other  findings  and 
recommendations;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Working  Group  shall  terminate  by  operation  of  law  on 
July  1,2009.

Resolution  urging  banks  to  work  with  the  City  to  address  foreclosures  and  subprime 
loan  practices.  Calling  on  the  Federal  Reserve  to  prohibit  loans  at  unaffordable  rates, 
end  the  misuses  of  stated  loans,  eliminate  prepayment  penalties,  and  designate  failure 
to  escrow  taxes  and  insurance  in  subprime  loans  as  a  deceptive  practice. 


WHEREAS,  the  subprime  lending  industry  has  grown  rapidly  in  San  Francisco  City  and 
County  during  the  last  few  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  some  mortgage  brokers  and  subprime  lenders  aggressively  market  high- 
cost  home  loans  that  borrowers  are  unable  to  repay  and  engage  in  other  unfair  credit 
practices  that  strip  retirees  and  working  families  of  the  equity  they  have  in  their  homes;  and 

WHEREAS,  approximately  80%  of  subprime  loans  are  Adjustable  Rate  Mortgages 
(ARMs)1  for  which  the  interest  rate  increases  after  two  years  and  then  every  six  months  after; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Center  for  Responsible  Lending  estimated  in  a  December  2006 
report2  that  one  in  five  subprime  loans  will  end  up  in  foreclosure;  and 

WHEREAS,  subprime  lenders  made  ARMs  without  regard  to  whether  the  borrower 
would  be  able  to  afford  the  payments  after  the  rate  increases;  and 

WHEREAS,  subprime  lenders  made  ARMs  assuming  that  homeowners  would 
refinance  before  the  interest  rate  increased;  and

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WHEREAS,  some  mortgage  brokers  and  lenders  made  loans  to  people  despite 
knowing  that  the  family  would  not  be  able  to  afford  the  loan;  and 

WHEREAS,  many  borrowers  with  subprime  ARMs  were  never  given  a  choice  between 
an  adjustable  or  fixed  rate  or  were  promised  a  fixed  rate  but  given  an  ARM;  and 

WHEREAS,  46%  of  subprime  loans  made  in  2006  required  little  or  no  income 
documentation3;  and 

WHEREAS,  more  than  two-thirds  of  subprime  loans  have  prepayment  penalties4, 
compared  to  just  2%  of  prime  loans;  and 

WHEREAS,  many  homeowners  with  subprime  ARMs  have  not  been  able  to  refinance 
due  to  the  stagnation  or  decrease  in  home  values;  and 

WHEREAS,  approximately  70%  of  the  subprime  loans  were  refinancing  loans  for 
families  who  had  already  bought  a  home5;  and 

WHEREAS,  prepayment  penalties  trap  borrowers  into  subprime  loans  with  high  or 
adjustable  rates  and  strip  their  equity;  and 

WHEREAS,  less  than  half  of  all  subprime  loans  include  taxes  and  insurance  in  the 
monthly  payment;  and 

WHEREAS,  many  borrowers  of  subprime  loans  want  to  have  their  taxes  and  insurance 
included  in  their  monthly  payment,  and  many  borrowers  have  been  mislead  to  believe  their 
payment  includes  taxes  and  insurance;  and 

WHEREAS,  many  borrowers  end  up  in  foreclosure  when  they  have  to  make  a  lump 
sum  payment  of  their  taxes  and  insurance;  and

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WHEREAS,  these  practices  are  commonly  referred  to  as  "predatory  lending";  and 

WHEREAS,  these  predatory  loans  have  led  to  an  increase  in  foreclosure  rates  which 
hurts  the  families  who  are  losing  their  homes  as  well  as  the  neighborhoods  where  there  are  a 
concentration  of  foreclosed  homes;  and 

WHEREAS,  these  vacant  homes  attract  crime  and  cost  San  Francisco  money  in  crime 
prevention  and  the  deterioration  of  neighborhoods;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  mortgage  industry  maintains  that  their  companies  lose  money  on 
foreclosures  and  only  foreclose  as  a  last  resort;  and 

WHEREAS,  most  Pooling  and  Servicing  Agreements  (PSAs)  allow  servicers  to  modify 
loans  in  order  to  make  them  affordable  for  the  homeowner;  and 

WHEREAS,  many  homeowners  facing  foreclosure  report  that  their  servicer  never 
offered  them  an  opportunity  for  loan  modification;  and 

WHEREAS,  Freddie  Mac  reports  that  half  of  all  foreclosed  homeowners  never  talked 
with  their  lender6; 

WHEREAS,  many  families  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  modify  their  loans  to  make 
them  affordable;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  federal  Home  Ownership  and  Equity  Protection  Act  (HO EPA)  instructs 
the  Federal  Reserve  Board  to  protect  consumers  from  predatory  lending  (15  U.S.C.  §  1639 
(L)  (2)) ;  and 

WHEREAS,  any  regulations  issued  by  the  Federal  Reserve  would  have  the  same 
effect  as  law  and  would  cover  all  mortgage  lenders  in  the  country;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  bo  it  rosolvod  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  calls  on  the  Federal  Reserve  to  use  its  authority  to: 
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•  Prohibit  lenders  from  making  mortgages  that  quickly  become  unaffordable  after  the 
interest  rate  increases 

•  Stop  the  misuse  and  abuse  of  stated  income  loans 

•  Eliminate  prepayment  penalties  on  subprime  loans 

•  Designate  the  failure  to  escrow  taxes  and  insurance  in  subprime  loans  as  an 
unfair  and  deceptive  practices;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  calls  on  the  25 
largest  subprime  mortgage  lenders  and  servicers  in  the  country  to  voluntarily  agree  to  a  six 
month  suspension  on  foreclosures  of  owner-occupied  properties  in  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  send  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  to  the  CEOs  of  the  25  largest  subprime  lenders  and  servicers  in  the  country;  and, 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  calls  on  these  lenders 
and  servicers  to  make  every  effort  during  the  suspension  period  to  help  their  customers  avoid 
foreclosure  and  remain  in  their  homes,  including  modifying  loans  by  reducing  the  interest  rate 
and/or  the  principal  to  achieve  an  affordable  monthly  payment;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  calls  on  these 
companies  to  work  with  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  community-based 
organizations  during  the  suspension  period  to  reach  those  homeowners  who  are  not 
communicating  with  the  servicer;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  calls  on  these  lenders 
and  servicers  to  provide  a  timely  response  to  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  noting 
whether  the  company  will  agree  to  the  voluntary  foreclosure  suspension;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  calls  on  those  lenders 
who  refuse  to  implement  the  voluntary  suspension,  to  appear  before  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  to  discuss  the  company's  lending  and  servicing  practices.

Resolution  Urging  the  California  State  Assembly  to  pass  Assembly  Bill  23. 

WHEREAS,  Market  Street  is  San  Francisco's  grand  boulevard,  and  its  primary 
walking,  cycling,  and  public  transit  corridor  used  by  tens  of  thousands  of  residents  and  visitors 
each  day;  and 

WHEREAS,  recent  traffic  counts  from  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  show  that 
a  growing  number  of  San  Franciscans  are  bicycling  for  transportation,  recreation,  and  health, 
and  that  bicycling  in  the  city  has  increased  12%  citywide  in  the  last  year  alone;  and 

WHEREAS;  a  2007  poll  shows  that  120,000  San  Franciscans  use  a  bicycle  more  than 
once  a  week;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Market  Octavia  intersection  is  a  known  dangerous  condition  for 
bicyclists  and  pedestrians,  where  cyclists  are  routinely  hit  by  automotive  traffic  making  an 
illegal  right  turn  off  of  Market  Street  onto  the  101  Freeway  Ramp;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Market  Octavia  intersection  is  a  known  dangerous  condition  for 
bicyclists,  where  cyclists  traveling  from  all  parts  of  the  city  are  routinely  hit  by  automotive 
traffic  making  an  illegal  right  turn  off  of  Market  Street  onto  the  101  Freeway  Ramp;  and;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Transit-First  Policy  of  Section  16.102  of  the  San  Francisco  City 
Charter  requires  that,  "[decisions  regarding  the  use  of  limited  public  street  and  sidewalk 
space  shall  encourage  the  use  of  public  rights  of  way  by  pedestrians,  bicyclists,  and  public 
transit,  and  shall  strive  to  reduce  traffic  and  improve  public  health  and  safety";  and

Resolution  Commemorating  the  Grand  Re-Opening  of  the  Western  Addition  Branch 
Library  and  commending  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  its  team  for  their  hard 
work  and  commitment  to  San  Francisco  and  its  residents. 

WHEREAS,  The  Branch  Library  Improvement  Program  (BLIP),  funded  by  the  bond

WHEREAS,  The  Western  Addition  Branch  Library  has  been  fully  renovated  and 
expanded  and  will  celebrate  its  grand  re-opening  on  Saturday,  February  2,  2008  at  1:00  pm;

WHEREAS,  This  1960's  era  gem  is  now  seismically  safe  and  fully  accessible  and  has 
been  transformed  into  a  state  of  the  art  library  designed  to  serve  the  neighborhood  for  many

Resolution  establishing  policy  on  bay  Infill  for  runway  expansion  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Bay  is  the  greatest  natural  treasure  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  bay  has  been  reduced  in  size  by  one-third  from  landfill,  diking  and 
shoreline  development,  and  its  health  is  threatened  by  pollution  and  landfill;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  International  Airport  (SFO)  terminated  its  airfield 
reconfiguration  plan  and  withdrew  requests  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  authorize  funding 
for  the  plan  in  2003  because  of  overwhelming  environmental,  engineering  and  financial 
challenges  associated  with  extending  runways  further  into  San  Francisco  Bay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Plans  by  SFO  to  extend  runways  further  into  San  Francisco  Bay  on  Bay  fill 
were  estimated  in  2000  to  cost  as  much  as  $10  billion; 

WHEREAS,  SFO  already  carries$3.9  billion  in  debt  from  other  capital  projects  and 
spends  nearly  half  of  its  annual  operating  budget  on  interest  payments  for  that  debt;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Airport  Commission  approved  resolution  08-0012  on 
January  22,  2008,  recognizing  that  its  plan  to  increase  airfield  capacity  through  runway 
reconfiguration  into  the  San  Francisco  Bay  has  been  eliminated  as  an  option  due  to  cost  and 
environmental  constraints,  and  resolving  "that  this  Commission  acknowledges  that  to 
reconfigure  runways  or  build  new  runways  is  not  an  option."  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  29  of  San  Francisco's  Administrative  Code  specifies  that  no 
project  of  any  city  agency  whose  estimated  cost  exceeds  twenty-five  million  dollars

Resolution  to  support  extinguishing  all  non-essential  lighting  in  all  city 
government  buildings,  public  schools  and  public  landmarks  for  the  hour  between 
8:00  PM  and  9:00  PM  on  March  29,  2008  to  conserve  energy  as  part  of  the  city- 
wide  energy  conservation  event:  Earth  Hour  San  Francisco,  and  establishing  March 
29,  2008  as  Earth  Hour  San  Francisco  Day. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  greenhouse  gas  emissions  target  is  a  20%  reduction

WHEREAS,  Earth  Hour  San  Francisco  is  a  city-wide  energy  conservation  event

WHEREAS,  House  Judiciary  Chairman  John  Conyers,  Jr.  has  issued  a  pointed 
statement  regarding  the  DEA's  ratcheting  up  its  draconian  tactic  of  threatening  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  property  owners  with  asset  forfeiture  and  imprisonment  for 
leasing  to  lawfully  operating  MCDs  that  provide  medical  cannabis  to  patients  qualified 
under  laws  of  the  State  of  California;  and,

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  not  to  take 
enforcement  action  against  those  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  that  have  properly 
applied  for  the  necessary  permits  before  August  17,  2007,  while  current  legislation  is 
pending  to  extend  the  deadline  for  obtaining  final  MCD  permits  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Health. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  the  Medical  Cannabis  Act  in  November 
of  2005,  thereby  requiring  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  (MCD's)  operating  as  of  April  1, 
2005  to  obtain  a  permit  to  operate  within  eighteen  (18)  months  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
ordinance  or  cease  operations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Medical  Cannabis  Act,  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
Mayor,  became  effective  on  December  30,  2005,  thus  the  deadline  to  obtain  a  permit  to 
operate  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  is  July  1,  2007;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Medical  Cannabis  Act  required  MCD  owners  and  operators  to 
proactively  apply  for  the  proper  permits  from  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  As  originally  adopted,  the  Medical  Cannabis  Act  required  MCDs  to  file 
applications  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH),  the  City  Planning  Department  and 
the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  (DBI),  and  also  required  MCDs  to  seek  subsequent 
approvals  from  the  Fire  Department  and  Police  Department,  followed  by  a  provisional  permit 
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from  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission,  receive  subsequent  plan-check  approval  from 
DBI  and  receive  final  approval  from  a  hearing  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  June  2007,  DPH  concluded  that  the  original  July  1 ,  2007  deadline  was 
unrealistic  due  to  the  lengthy  permitting  process,  owing  mainly  to  issues  surrounding  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department's  directive  to  approve  the  security  plans  for  each  MCD  and  the 
Medical  Cannabis  Act's  requirement  that  each  MCD  be  classified  as  new  construction  for 
purposes  of  wheelchair  accessibility;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  majority  of  MCDs  in  San  Francisco  are  located  in  older  buildings 
where  strict  compliance  with  the  new  construction  standard  for  wheelchair  accessibility  is 
extremely  difficult  or,  in  many  cases,  impossible;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  was  restricted  in  its  ability  to 
conduct  the  background  checks  required  under  the  Medical  Cannabis  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  26,  2007,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  a  resolution 
sponsored  by  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  (File  #  070933)  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  not  to  take  action  against  MCDs  that  had  properly  applied  for  the 
necessary  permits  before  July  1,  2007,  while  legislation  to  extend  the  permit  compliance 
deadline  was  pending  before  the  Planning  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  2,  2007,  Ordinance  No.  225-07  (sponsored  by  Supervisor 
Alioto-Pier)  became  effective,  amending  the  Medical  Cannabis  Act  by  adding  an  additional 
permit  review  process  to  be  conducted  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Disability  (MOD),  creating  a 
hardship  appeal  process  for  the  new  construction  standard  for  wheelchair  accessibility  and 
extending  the  deadline  for  permit  completion  to  March  1,  2008;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  According  to  DPH,  as  of  January  31 ,  2008,  only  one  (1 )  finalized  MCD 
permit  had  been  issued  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  out  of  the  twenty-five  (25) 
MCDs  that  had  been  issued  provisional  permits  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  the 
seventeen  (17)  of  those  MCDs  that  had  been  approved  by  the  Health  Commission;  and, 

WHEREAS,  While  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Disability  (MOD)  has  diligently  pursued  the 
task  of  reviewing  MCD  permit  applications  for  compliance  with  the  new  construction  standard, 
as  of  January  31 ,  2008,  only  three  (3)  MCDs  had  received  approved  plans  from  MOD;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  case  of  numerous  MCD  permit  applicants,  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Disability  has  required  extensive  renovations  in  order  for  the  MCD  to  meet  the  new 
construction  standard  for  wheelchair  accessibility  and  it  is  impossible  for  the  proposed 
renovations  to  be  permitted,  contracted  for  and  completed  between  mid-January  2008  and 
the  March  1,  2008  deadline;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  late  December,  2007,  the  United  States  Drug  Enforcement 
Administration  sent  letters  to  the  landlords  of  buildings  in  San  Francisco  where  MCDs  operate 
threatening  forfeiture  of  their  property  and  possible  criminal  charges  if  the  MCD  was  not 
evicted;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  ("Pot  dispensaries  closing 
under  threat  of  feds,"  February  7,  2008),  seven  (7)  MCDs  have  already  closed  as  a  result  of 
the  DEA's  eviction  letters;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  DEA  letters  have  caused  additional  confusion,  stress  and  hardship 
for  MCD  operators,  patients  and  landlords  as  they  determine  how  to  respond  to  the  threat  of 
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federal  law  enforcement  action  while  also  attempting  to  diligently  comply  with  the  City's 
permitting  requirements;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Chris  Daly  has  proposed  an  ordinance  amending  the  Planning 
Code  provisions  of  the  Medical  Cannabis  Act  to  extend  the  deadline  for  completion  of  all  the 
necessary  permitting  steps;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  ordinance  requires  the  approval  of  the  Planning 
Commission  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  introduction  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Daly  has  requested  an  expedited  hearing  before  the  Planning 
Commission  to  guarantee  a  timely  resolution  of  the  issue  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  it  is  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  not  to  take 
enforcement  action  against  those  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  that  have  properly  applied 
for  the  necessary  permits  before  August  17,  2007,  while  the  proposed  Planning  Code 
amendment  extending  the  deadline  for  obtaining  final  DPH  permits  is  pending  legislative 
approval.

Resolution  authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  to  execute  Amendment  No.  4  to  architectural  design  agreement  for  the 
new  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  administration  building  project  located 
at  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue  to  increase  the  contract  value  by  $7,090,000  to  bring  the 
total  contract  value  to  $11,550,000,  and  extend  the  contract  duration  by  26  months  for  a 
total  duration  of  44  months. 


WHEREAS,  On  June  27,  2006,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
("SFPUC"),  by  Resolution  No.  06-0108,  awarded  Agreement  No.  CS-842,  Architectural 
Design  Services,  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  and  authorized  the  General 
Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to  execute  a  professional  services  agreement  with  KMD/Stevens  + 
Associates,  a  joint  venture  (the  Architect),  to  provide  architectural  design  services  for  the 
project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  original  not  to  exceed  amount  of  the  architectural  design  agreement 
was  $1,650,000.  The  scope  of  services  included  completing  programming,  design  validation, 
and  design  development  documents  to  a  level  of  50%  completion.  The  duration  of  the 
architectural  design  agreement  was  for  one  year  from  the  Notice  to  Proceed,  issued 
December  12,  2006;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Amendment  No.  1  to  the  architectural  design  agreement  increased  the 
contract  amount  by  $2.9  million  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $4,460,000;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Amendment  No.  2  to  the  architectural  design  agreement  increased  the 
contract  duration  for  a  term  ending  March  31 ,  2008;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Amendment  No.  3  to  the  architectural  design  agreement  updated  the  fixed 
construction  budget  limit  amount  and  set  forth  the  Architect's  responsibilities  for  designing  the 
project  in  accordance  with  the  budget  limit;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  January  8,  2008,  the  SFPUC,  by  Resolution  No.  08-0006,  approved 
Amendment  No.  4  to  the  architectural  design  agreement  to  increase  the  contract  amount  by 
$7,090,000,  for  a  total  not  to  exceed  amount  of  $1 1 ,550,000,  and  extend  the  contract  duration 
by  26  months  for  a  total  duration  of  44  months,  for  a  term  ending  May  31 ,  2010.  Amendment 
No.  4  accounts  for  an  increased  scope  of  services  under  the  design  agreement,  including 
completion  of  construction  documents,  construction  bid  phase  services,  value  engineering 
integration,  construction  administration,  and  warranty  phase  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  9.1 18(b)  of  the  Charter  requires  that  all  agreements  in  excess  of 
ten  million  dollars  or  amendments  to  said  agreements  in  excess  of  $500,000  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  Resolution  No.  08-0006  authorizes  the  General  Manager  to  seek 
approval  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  Amendment  No.  4;  now,  therefore,  be  it

contract  amount  not  to  exceed  $1 1 ,550,000,  and  a  total  contract  duration  of  44  months, 
expiring  May  31,  2010.

approving  the  form  of  an  official  notice  of  sale  and  notice  of  intention  to  sell  for  the 
certificates  of  participation;  approving  the  form  of  an  official  statement  in  preliminary 
and  final  form;  approving  the  form  of  a  continuing  disclosure  certificate;  adopting 
environmental  findings  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"|, 
CEQA  Guidelines,  and  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  and  findings  pursuant  to  the 
City  Planning  Code  Section  101.1;  and  ratifying  previous  actions  taken  in  connection 
therewith. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"),  acting  through  the 
Director  of  Property,  acquired  certain  improved  real  property  located  at  525  Golden  Gate 
Avenue  (the  "Real  Property")  in  June  2000  from  the  State  of  California  (Board  Resolution  474- 
00;  File  No.  000785);  and, 
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WHEREAS,  In  2000-2001 ,  the  City  analyzed  the  possibility  of  constructing  a  new  City 
administrative  office  building  on  the  Real  Property;  and  the  City  completed  plans,  studies, 
analyses,  construction  documents,  applications,  reports,  and  performed  related  acts  in 
connection  therewith  (collectively,  the  "Plans  and  Permits");  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  Resolution  No.  764-01 ,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  01 1 1 16  and  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  "Board  of  Supervisors"  or  the  "Board")  affirmed  the  Planning 
Commission's  certification  of  the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("FEIR")  for  a  new 
administrative  office  building  (the  "Project")  to  be  located  at  the  Property  as  adequate  and 
complete  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  the  State  CEQA 
Guidelines,  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  also  adopted  findings  as  required  by  CEQA  in  connection  with 
the  FEIR  and  its  actions  related  to  approval  of  the  above-mentioned  City  administrative  office 
building,  including  a  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations,  and  adopted  a  mitigation 
monitoring  and  reporting  program  in  Resolution  No.  764-01;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  furtherance  of  a  City  administrative  office 
building  project  at  the  Real  Property,  adopted  General  Plan  amendments  in  Ordinance 
No.  209-01  and  Zoning  Map  amendments  in  Ordinance  No.  208-01 .  Copies  of  said 
Ordinances  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  Nos.  01 1 1 15  and 
01 1 1 14,  respectively.  Said  Ordinances  and  their  associated  findings  are  hereby  incorporated 
as  though  fully  set  forth  herein  for  purposes  of  this  legislation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  a  limited  amount  of  property  available  in  the  Civic  Center  area 
and  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (the  "SFPUC")  recognized  in  the  SFPUC 
Resolution  (as  defined  below)  the  long-term  advantages  of  owning,  instead  of  leasing, 
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property  in  order  to  provide  long-term  cost  savings  and  eliminate  the  exposure  to  market-rate 
fluctuations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  11,  2006  in  its  Resolution  No.  06-0058  (the  "SFPUC  Resolution"), 
The  SFPUC  reviewed  and  considered  the  FEIR,  Resolution  No.  764-01  and  the  supporting 
documents,  including  its  findings  (the  "Findings"),  mitigation  program,  and  all  attachments 
thereto  (collectively,  the  "CEQA  Documents"),  an  Addendum  to  the  FEIR  published  by  the 
Planning  Department  on  October  3,  2003  (the  "FEIR  Addendum"),  and  adopted  the  mitigation 
measures  and  reporting  program  set  forth  therein,  provided  that  where  the  Findings  indicated 
that  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  would  be  responsible  for  implementing  and 
monitoring  mitigation  measures,  the  SFPUC  assumed  that  responsibility.  Said  Resolution  and 
findings  are  hereby  incorporated  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein  for  the  purposes  of  this 
legislation;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  SFPUC  Resolution  the  SFPUC  accepted  jurisdiction  of  the  Real 
Property  and  the  Plans  and  Permits,  together  with  all  studies,  reports,  analyses,  entitlements 
and  all  tangible  and  intangible  property  rights  relating  thereto  (collectively,  the  "Property"),  and 
agreed  to  transfer  Nine  Million  Nine  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($9,900,000)  (the  "Purchase 
Price")  to  the  City's  general  fund  in  order  to  acquire  the  Property;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  Resolution  No.  360-06  (the  "Prior  Board  Resolution"),  a  copy  of  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  determined  that  the  Property 
could  be  used  most  advantageously  by  the  SFPUC  and,  therefore,  transferred  jurisdiction  of 
the  Property  from  the  Department  of  Administrative  Services  to  the  SFPUC,  in  return  for  the 
SFPUC's  transfer  of  funds  in  the  amount  of  the  Purchase  Price  to  the  City's  general  fund  as 
set  forth  above;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  intends  to  construct  a  new  office  building  on  the  Real 
Property  consistent  with  the  office  building  analyzed  under  the  FEIR  to  consolidate  SFPUC 
staff  into  one  building  owned  by  the  SFPUC;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  Planning  Department  determined  in  a  letter  dated  August  21 , 
2007  to  the  City's  Department  of  Public  Works  that  the  FEIR  and  FEIR  Addendum  for  the 
Project  remain  valid  for  the  office  building  as  proposed  by  the  SFPUC  and  that  no  further 
environmental  impact  analysis  is  required,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board.  Said  letter  is  hereby  incorporated  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein  for  the  purposes  of 
this  legislation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  City  Planning  adopted  and  issued  a  General  Plan 
Consistency  Finding  (the  "General  Plan  Consistency  Finding"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  wherein  the  City's  Planning  Department  found  that  the  proposed 
jurisdictional  transfer  of  the  Property  was  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  with  the 
Eight  Priority  Policies  under  Planning  Code  Section  101.1.  Said  Finding  is  hereby 
incorporated  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein  for  the  purposes  of  this  legislation;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  Prior  Board  Resolution  the  Board  adopted  findings  pursuant  to 
CEQA,  including  a  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations  and  mitigation  measures  and  a 
Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program.  Said  Resolution  and  its  associated  findings, 
including  the  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations,  mitigation  measures  and  Mitigation 
Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  are  hereby  incorporated  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein  for 
the  purposes  of  this  legislation;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  Prior  Board  Resolution  The  Board  of  Supervisors  found  that  the 
Purchase  Price  equaled  or  did  not  exceed  the  fair  market  price  for  the  Property,  and  that  the 
public  interest  demanded  or  would  not  be  inconvenienced  by  a  jurisdictional  transfer  of  the 
Property  to  the  SFPUC;  and 
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WHEREAS,  To  pay  the  Purchase  Price,  the  SFPUC  transferred  Seven  Million  Dollars 
($7,000,000)  to  the  City's  general  fund  at  the  start  of  fiscal  year  2006/07,  and  Two  Million  Nine 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,900,000)  at  the  start  of  fiscal  year  2007/08;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  desires  to  finance  the  acquisition,  demolition,  improvement, 
installation,  equipping,  rehabilitation,  construction  and/or  reconstruction  of  the  Project  with 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  certificates  of  participation  (the  "Certificates");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  has  selected  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue  (the  "Leased  Property," 
as  set  forth  and  further  described  in  the  property  lease  described  in  Section  4  below)  for 
purposes  of  leasing  in  connection  with  the  execution  of  the  Certificates;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Certificates,  the  City 
shall  enter  into  a  property  lease,  a  project  lease,  and  a  trust  agreement,  and  certain  other 
related  documents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Certificates  will  be  sold  by  competitive  sale 
pursuant  to  an  official  notice  of  sale;  and,  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  BY  THIS  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  AS  FOLLOWS: 

Section  1 .     CEQA  and  General  Plan  Findings.  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
incorporates  by  reference  all  prior  CEQA  findings  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
Project,  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  FEIR  and  FEIR  addendum  and  associated  records 
and  in  light  of  the  whole  record  before  it  finds  on  the  basis  of  substantial  evidence  that:  (a) 
there  are  no  modifications  in  the  Project  and  reflected  in  the  approval  before  the  Board  that 
will  require  important  revisions  to  the  FEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant 
environmental  effects  or  a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified 
significant  effects;  (b)  no  substantial  changes  have  occurred  with  respect  to  the  circumstances 
under  which  the  Project  and  the  implementing  actions  will  be  undertaken  that  would  require 
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major  revisions  to  the  FEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects,  or 
a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the  FEIR;  (c)  no  new  information  of 
substantial  importance  to  the  Project  and  the  implementing  actions  has  become  available 
since  the  publication  of  the  FEIR  Addendum  which  would  indicate  (i)  the  Project  or 
implementing  actions  will  have  significant  effects  not  discussed  in  the  FEIR  and  FEIR 
Addendum;  (ii)  significant  environmental  effects  will  be  substantially  more  severe;  (iii) 
mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  found  infeasible  that  would  reduce  one  or  more  significant 
effects  have  become  feasible;  (iv)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  that  are  considerably 
different  from  those  in  the  FEIR  would  substantially  reduce  one  or  more  significant  effects  on 
the  environment;  (v)  the  implementing  actions  are  within  the  scope  of  the  project  analyzed  in 
the  FEIR;  and  (vi)  no  new  environmental  documentation  is  required.  The  Board  hereby 
adopts  and  incorporates  herein  by  reference  the  findings  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning  in 
the  General  Plan  Consistency  Finding  that  the  proposed  project  is  in  conformity  with  the 
Master  Plan  and  is  consistent  with  the  Eight  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 

Section  2.     Approval  of  the  Certificates.  The  Board  hereby  approves  the  execution 
and  delivery  of  the  Certificates,  which  shall  be  executed  and  delivered  in  accordance  with  a 
trust  agreement  as  the  same  is  finally  executed  and  delivered.  The  proceeds  of  the 
Certificates  will  be  used  to  (i)  fund  the  Project;  (ii)  fund  a  reserve  fund  or  reserve  surety,  as 
appropriate;  (iii)  fund  capitalized  interest;  and  (iv)  pay  costs  of  issuance  of  the  Certificates. 
The  Certificates  shall  be  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Certificates  of 
Participation,  Series  2008  (525  Golden  Gate  Avenue  -  SFPUC  Office  Project),"  or  such  other 
designation  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  or  her  designee 
(collectively,  the  "Director  of  Public  Finance").  The  Certificates  shall  have  an  aggregate

principal  amount  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  seventy  three  million  dollars  ($17^6©0;000), 
with  an  interest  rate  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  Certificates  shall  be 
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subject  to  prepayment  as  set  forth  in  the  Trust  Agreement.  To  the  extent  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  this  Board  authorizes  the  procurement  of  credit 
enhancement  for  the  Certificates,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  municipal  bond  insurance  or  a 
debt  service  reserve  fund  surety  bond.  Notwithstanding  Section  12  hereof,  the  documents 
authorized  herein  may  be  modified  or  amended  to  permit  the  procurement  of  credit 
enhancement  for  the  Certificates,  to  the  extent  deemed  necessary  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance,  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 

Section  3.     Approval  of  the  Trust  Agreement  and  Authorization  of  Selection  of  the 
Trustee.  The  form  of  a  trust  agreement  (the  "Trust  Agreement")  between  the  City  and  a 
trustee,  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is 
hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  or  his  designee  (collectively,  the  "Mayor")  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  Trust  Agreement,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  or  her  designee 
(collectively,  the  "Clerk  of  the  Board"),  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  to  and  affix  the  seal  of  the 
City  on  the  Trust  Agreement,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Mayor 
may  make  or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  12  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is 
hereby  authorized  to  select  a  trustee  to  serve  as  trustee  under  the  Trust  Agreement  (the 
"Trustee"). 

Section  4.     Approval  of  the  Property  Lease.  The  form  of  a  property  lease  between 
the  City  and  the  Trustee  providing  for  the  lease  of  the  Property  from  the  City  to  the  Trustee 
(the  "Property  Lease"),  as  presented  to  this  Board,  for  a  maximum  term  not  to  exceed  forty- 
five  (45)  years  from  the  date  of  commencement  thereof,  at  a  total  rent  of  $1 .00  per  annum,  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  General 
Manager  of  the  SFPUC  (the  "General  Manager")  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Property 
Lease,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  to  and  affix  the  seal  of  the 
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City  on  the  Property  Lease  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  General 
Manager  may  make  or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  12  hereof. 

Section  5.     Approval  of  the  Project  Lease.  The  form  of  a  project  lease  between  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  (the  "Project  Lease"),  providing  for  the  financing  of  the  Project,  as 
presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby 
approved.  The  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Project  Lease,  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  and  to  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  on  the  Project 
Lease  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  General  Manager  may  make  or 
approve  in  accordance  with  Section  12  hereof,  provided  however,  that  the  maximum  Base 
Rental  (as  defined  in  the  Project  Lease)  scheduled  to  be  paid  under  the  Project  Lease  in  any 
fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  twenty  million  dollars  ($20,000,000)  and  the  term  of  the  Project 
Lease  shall  not  extend  beyond  2050. 

Section  6.     Approval  of  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding.  The  form  of  a 
memorandum  of  understanding  between  the  City  and  the  SFPUC  (the  "Memorandum  of 
Understanding"),  providing  for  budgeting  of  debt  service  on  the  Certificates,  as  presented  to 
this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Memorandum  of 
Understanding,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance  may  make  or  approve  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney;  such  approval  to  be 
conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the 
Memorandum  of  Understanding. 

Section  7.     Approval  of  Form  of  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  an  official  notice 
of  sale  relating  to  the  Certificates  (the  "Official  Notice  of  Sale"),  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the  distribution  of  an  Official  Notice  of  Sale  for  the 
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Certificates,  with  such  changes,  additions  modifications  or  deletions  as  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance  may  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney;  such  approval  to  be 
conclusively  evidenced  by  the  distribution  of  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  to  potential  purchasers 
of  the  Certificates. 

Section  8.     Approval  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  relating  to  the  Certificates.  The 
form  of  a  notice  of  intention  to  sell  relating  to  the  Certificates  (the  "Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell"), 
as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby 
approved.

WHEREAS,  Animal  welfare  organizations  and  the  media  have  illuminated  the  cruel 
and  inhumane  confinement  of  veal  calves,  egg-laying  hens,  and  breeding  pigs,  in  tiny  cages 
and  crates  on  factory  farms;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  factory  farms  confine  approximately  19  million  hens  in  barren 
battery  cages  that  are  smaller  than  a  single  sheet  of  paper  to  live  on,  the  birds  can't  even 
spread  their  wings.  Each  bird  has  less  space  than  a  single  sheet  of  paper  on  which  to  live; 
and 

WHEREAS,  During  their  four-month  pregnancies,  nearly  20,000  female  breeding  pigs 
n  California  are  confined  to  individual  metal  cages  only  two  feet  wide  that  are  so  small  that 
tie  animals  cannot  even  turn  around,  and  in  most  cases,  the  pigs  develop  joint  disorders;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  produce  veal,  calves  that  would  normally  still  be  nursing  are 
:aken  from  their  mothers,  and  four  months  before  they  are  slaughtered  the  calves  are  typically 
ethered  by  their  necks  in  crates  too  narrow  for  them  to  turn  around  or  even  lie  down  in 
comfortably;  and

[Mortgage  Revenue  Bonds.] 

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  to 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness; 
authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director")  to  submit  an 
application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocations  Committee 
("CDLAC")  to  permit  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $12,000,000  for  850  Broderick  Street  (Zygmunt  Arendt 
House);  authorizing  and  directing  the  Director  to  direct  the  Controller's  Office  to  hold  in 
trust  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $60,000  in  accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures; 
authorizing  the  Director  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required 
amount;  authorizing  the  Director  to  pay  an  amount  equal  to  such  deposit  to  the  State  of 
California  if  the  City  fails  to  issue  the  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  approving,  for 
purposes  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$12,000,000;  authorizing  and  directing  the  execution  of  any  documents  necessary  to 
implement  this  Resolution;  and  ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in 
connection  with  the  Project  (as  defined  herein)  and  the  Application  (as  defined  herein). 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Board  of  Supervisors"),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"), 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Arendt  House,  L.P.,  a  California  limited  partnership  (the  "Developer"), 
desires  to  construct  a  47-unit  residential  rental  housing  development  for  seniors  at  850 
Broderick  Street  to  be  known  as  the  Zygmunt  Arendt  House  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$12,000,000  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
Developer  (the  "Loan");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures  made  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1 .150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  January  12,  2008,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public 
hearing  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  on  January  29,  2008,  to  appear  in  77?e  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  which  is  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  has  held  the  public  hearing  described 
above  on  January  29,  2008  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the 
legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  within  such  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1.8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1 .1 50-2  of  the  Treasury 
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Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  the  Loan  or 
to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1 .150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $12,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the 
"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private 
activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $12,000,000  for  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds. 
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Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $60,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 
Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance  requirements 
are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to 
the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if  required. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Resolution  to  extend  the  expiration  date  of  the  Power  Plant  Task  Force  from  June  1, 
2007  to  December  31,  2009. 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  362-99,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  created  a  Potrero  Power 
Plant  Citizens  Advisory  Task  Force  to  advise  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  regarding 
the  sale,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Potrero  Power  Plant;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Task  Force  was  formed  in  response  to  the  concerns  of  San  Francisco 
residents  that  the  closure  of  the  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant  and  sale  of  the  Potrero  Power 
Plant  may  result  in  the  Potrero  Power  Plant  operating  at  a  higher  capacity,  and  thereby 
emitting  higher  levels  of  pollution  and  noise  than  earlier  suspected;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  authorized  the  Task  Force  to  provide  the  City 
with  input  on  1)  issues  which  adversely  affect  the  surrounding  Bay  View  and  Hunters  Point 
neighborhoods  such  as  noise,  construction,  and  harmful  emissions,  2)  power  plant  workers' 
safety  issues,  and  3)  any  other  related  issues  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Task  Force;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolutions  1055-00,  139-01,  366-01,  879-01 ,  733-02,  119-04,  386-04, 
and  416-06  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  amended  the  appointment  process,  adjusted  the
